$350,000,000 reclamation project, con- 
tained in the McNary amendment, is 
not scheduled to make the president 
give more consideration -to the bill, 
which he ‘opposed before it was in- 
cluded. If anything the reclamation 
feature is looked upon as an added 
burden. . 

Mr. Harding is also said to look 
unfavorably upon the amendment of 
Senator Simmons, democrat, North 
Carolina, which provides the only 
means of meeting the bonus payment 
thus far accepted. It authorizes use 
of interest payments on foreign debts; 
but the president is said to consider, 
this as an indirect metho’ of taxa- 
tion, as the treasury would have to 
provide other funds to take its place. 

New Delays Loom. 
At the same time it was learned 
that republican conferees are plan- 
ning to make a fight against the Sim- 
mons and McNary: amendments, in 
the hope that the bill will be less ob- 


jectionable. Republican members of 


the house conferees have also er- 
pressed their opposition to the amend- 
ments, and the conference may not 
order a report as early as was indi- 
cated at first.

FEAR TROUBLE TODAY 
AT SOME SHOP POINTS 


Hundreds of Speakers Are 
Expected to Address 
Workers on Workers’ 
Annual Holiday. 


BY ALEXANDER JONES. 

Chicago, September 3.—While or- 
ganized labor is observing its holiday 
Monday, the government will be rush- 
ing into consummation its program 
to enforce so far as is possible the 
“Daugherty injunction” to end activi- 
ties of the striking railroad shopmen 
and their leaders. 

Several hundred United States 
deputy marshals were sent from Chi- 
cago Sunday to “trouble centers” in 


the shop strike and the work of aug- 


menting the force of deputies was 
continued throughout the day, with 
crowds of men seeking jobs as depu- 
ties. Before the week has passed ap- 
proximately 5,000 deputies will be 
added to the forces now guarding 
shops and other railroad pror-rty, it 
is stated. Haste in getting tle dep- 
uties into the field, according to fed- 
eral officials here, was actuated by 
fear of Labor day demonstrations in 
some shop centers. 

At Carbondale, III., according to 
dispatches to the United News, work- 
ante building a hieb stockade 
around the Illinois nat shops, top- 
| ped with barbed wire. Colored strike- 
breakers have been employed at this 
point to replace strikers, and as 
Sands of miners and railroad work- 
ers are expected to gather there Mon- 
day, 78 additional deputies were 
sworn in Sunday. Carbondale is in 
the heart of the Illinois mining dis- 
trict, and just a few miles from 
Herrin. 

General Strike Move. 

Hundreds of Labor day speakers 
are expected to take a stand on the 
hinted general strike, and, according 
to leaders there, mayy influential la- 
bor leaders will ask the adoption of 
resolutions favoring such a strike. 
This movement started in Omaha, 
where the Federation of Labor ap- 
pealed to President. Gompers to back 
a general strike. Hundreds of other 
federations were asked to do likewise 
and lined. This, however, was 
before the injunction secured by the 
attorvey general was obtained. 

“We will go all the way on any 
program President Gompers and the 
executive council adopts,” said John 
Fitzpatrick, president of the Chica- 
go Federation of Labor. “We are 
solidly behind the shopmen and will 
do all we can.’

Search of the -wreckage failed to 
reveal an eighth body. Railway repre- 
sentatives said it was possible that one 
of the above listed men failed to re- 


port after he had fled from the blaz - 


Office records were de- 
stroyed and the addresses of some of 
the victims could not be obtained. 

The most seriously injured employee 
is J. Mineru Tajuma, of Japan, an 
airbrake inspector's helper. Tajuma 
and the other employees who sustained 
injuries were hurt when they jumped 
from the second story of the bunk 
house.

National Attention At- 
tracted to Fatal Disas- 
ter - Bridge One of 
Three Failures Design- 
ed and Constructed by 
W. A. Hansell. 


Two women and an unidentified 
soldier were drowned in Utoy creek, 
gix miles from Atlanta, when a con- 
crete bridge over that stream col- 
lapsed. The bridge was designed and 
built by W. A. Hansell, now candi- 
date for chief of construction of the 
city of Atlanta. 

This is the third bridge built in 
Fulton county by this engineer which 
has failed within the past two years. 
Fortunately the first two bridges col- 
lapsed without loss of life, 

National attention has been attract- 
ed to Atlanta and Fulton county 
through these three failures. 

One article which appeared in 
the “Concrete Highway Magazine,” 
March, 1920, which is published hy 
The National Portland Cement as- 
sociation, carried a photograph of the 
bridge with the caption “This bridge 
failed: because of improper design and 
inattention to vital details.

By Sutton to Aid 
Education Week 


Calling on those in position to aid 
in the geat education program, charg- 
ing that the people of Georgia are 
realizing practically none of the vast 
potentialities from her natural re- 
sources and placing the blame for 
the backwardness of the state, con- 
taining 650,000 illiterates,“ to lazi- 
ness and inefficiency, Willis A. Sut- 
ton, superintendent of Atlanta schools, 
made the opening address of educa- 
tional week at the evening services of 
Wesley Memorial church Sunday at 
which the néw $30, organ was a 
decided feature. ‘The organ was for- 
mally used for the first time at the 
morning services. ; 

“I doubt if there is a single man in 
Atlanta who is 10 per cent efficient. 
They teil; me- that this man and that 
is working himself to death; will 
somebody tell me where they bury all 
these people who work themselves to 
death—I’d pay $500 to go see one of 
those graves. Most of us die of dry 
rot, I say.” 

Text of the Week. 

Mr. Sutton made a forceful develop- 
ment of his theme, which he repeated 
several times during the address, The 
discovery, development, direction and 
perfection of every human being to 
the end that he may enjoy himself 
and render the greatest service to 
mankind.” That, he said, is the text 
of education week.

“The administration admits having 
found it more difficult to make rev- 
enues meet expenditures than the 
bugiget-makers anticipated, and the 
task is conStahtly being made more

8. Marking of center lines over 
crests of hills and placing of danger 
signs where roadways approach all 
dangérous crests and railroad cross- 
ings. . 
He declares that gravel roads, im- 
properly cared for, are the cause of 
many motor accidents, and recom- 
mends that extraordinary mainte- 
nance attention be given highways 
of this type wherever they are in 
use. 

Georgia is conspicuous among 
the states whose highways in gen- 
eral are deficient in the respects to 
which Professor Blanchard has called 
attention, and, since we are still in 
the early stages of our prospective 
highway development our authori- 
ties in charge of this work can well 
afford to give heed to his timely and 
sensible recommendations and profit 
by them. 

Of course à commodious, wide 
highway costs more than a skimpy, 
narrow one; the safety structural 
devices, markings, warning signs, 
etc., which he recommends, cost 
money. 

But right here the human equa- 
tion comes in, and in planning a 
highway or a highway system those 
upon whom the people have placed 
responsibility of that work will 
hazard no reasonable criticism if 
they accord first consideration to 
the value of human life rather than 
to the value of highway mileage. 

It is true, perhaps, that 99 per 
cent of the highway accidents that 
occur from day to day are attrib- 
utable to carelessness on the part 
of somebody, and so long as we 
continue tg use fast-rumming, pow- 
erful transportation v@hicles on our 
highways it may be impossible to 
eliminate the hazard altogether. 

Nevertheless, it is incumbent 
upon the state, county and munic- 
ipal authorities to reduce the danger 
so far as it is possible to do so in 
seeing to it that all highway con, 
struction and maintenance work is 
done with traffic safety uppermost 
in mind.

Fat folks should exercise if they 
wish to remain with us a little longer. 
A person who is, let us say, 40 pounds 
Cyerweight, constantly subjects big 
heart to a strain precisely equivalent 
to the strain a normal individual’s 
uueart would have to stand if the nor- 
mal individual constantly carried a 40- 
pound pack on his shoulders. That 
strain shortens life. ‘Therefore fat 
folks should exercise religiously, for 
the purpose of burning up at least 
part of the exeess fuel or nutriment 
which. is otherwise deposited as super- 
fleus flesh, slacker flesh—burdensome, 
beart stra ning, lift-shortening fat. 

Exercise is of little value in a re- 
duction regimen. It is of great value 
in à heaith-building-regimen for fat 
folks, however. Most obese persons 
tre flabby from disuse-of the muscles, 
from riding too much and walking 
t¢o little, from sitting at work, at the 
ball game, at church, in the theater 
sitting instead of playing. Indeed, 
many overweight individuals who eul- 
tivate and religiously follow a system 
of daily evervise enjoy a gratifying 
gain in poise and appearance and 
health yet notice little or no loss of 
weight. ‘They substitute muscular tis- 
sue for slacker fat, andjtheir friends 
think they have “reduced” because 
they no longer appear flabby. 

One whose intake of nutriment is 
properly regulated may reduce this 
or that part of the body by exercise 
zartieularly selected. It is a physio 
ogical rule that superfluous fat is 
first deposited about muscles which 
are least used—for instance the belly, 
hips, thighs or corseted women. Re- 
verse the rule and it still works fair- 
ly well: Fat is first melted away 
fom regions whose muscles are most

Water in Her Ears. 
_I love swimming, but nearly every 
time I go in, especially if I dive much, 
water gets in my ears so that I can- 
not hear for several days at a time. 
Can you suggest a preventive for 
this.— F. A. J. 

Answer. — Perhaps there are masses 
of hardeved wax in the ear canals 
which swell when water enters the 
ears and cause the deafness. Exami- 
nition by your doctor and removal 
of such F would prevent 
the trouble. Swimmers bothered by 
water entering the ears may insert in 
each ear canal before entering the 
water a loose packing of lamb’s wool 
(not cotton). Persons with perforat- 
ed ear drums should do this as a 
precaution against cold water enter- 
ing the middie ear cavity and causing 
dizziness, vertigo or helplessness in 
the water—possibly an explanation 
or some otherwise unaccountable 
drowning accidents,

Centers on Strikes 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, September 3 -—Develop- 
ments in the coal and railroad situa- 
tions and anticipations on the nature 
of fall trade have occu ied the center 
of he business stage during the past 
wee 

Carloading figures indicate that soft 
coal production is rapidly returning to 
normal,.or to distinctly encouraging 
levels. Thus incomplete figures sug- 
gest that the total output for the week 
will run well over 9,000,000 tons, or 
perhaps, elose to 10,000,000. is 
rate compares favorably with normal 
weekly averages. 

Reports on the general movement of 
railroad traffic show that recent rates, 
which approximate the best of the year, 
are being maintained. Total loadings 
for the week ended August 19, the 
latest for which figures are available, 
are 859,000. cars, which represents an 
increase of 6,639 over the preceding 
week and 41,072 over the same week a 
year ago. 

Cur Shortage Inevitable. 

It is still too early to measure the 
effect of the growing soft coal move- 
ment but usually well-informed quar- 
ters see no evidence of the movement 
in general merchandise being effected 
to an apparent degree as yet. On the 
other hand it is felt that a resumption 
of anthracite mining, added to the 
crop carrying burden, will impose a 
severe strain on the transportation 
system. In this connection interest cen- 
ters on the railroads’ attempts to put 
their shop forces back on a normal 
basis, 

Even if the roads have the situation 


in hand by some time in October, it ig 
thought a car shortage is inevitable. 
The consensus seems to be, however, 
that the shortage will not be so serious 
as to retard vitally, the revival in busi- 
ness. It is also doubted whether it 
| will cause a general rise in commodity 
prices, althought opinions on the point 
are by no means unanimous. 


Cotton Conditions. 


Agricultural remain rittle | U 
changed. The department of agricul- 
ture’s September 1 cotton cro crop, report 
reduced the condition from 70.8 per 
cent. in the previous month’s figure to 
57 per cent, and cut the estimated Z ae 
from 11,449,000 bales to 10,57 
bales. The new figures were 2 
more bullish than the trade h 
pected, but not sufficiently so as to 
prevent profit taking. As a result, cot- 
prices were little changed. 

Both the prospective crop and the 
carry-over are short, but a cdnserva- 
tive view is taken of the willingness 
of both domestic and foreign spinners 
to buy at the higher prices. Wheat fu- 
tures continue to fluctuate slightly 
above the dollar level at Chicago and 
these prices are taken to indicate con- 
servative purchasing of general mer- 
chandise on the part of farmers. 

The commodity markets and that 
for foreign exchange reacted well to 
announcement by the reparations com- 
mission that Germany has been grant- 
ed a six months’ postponement on this 
fall’s reparations payments. It is con- 
sidered that a political crisis in 
Europe has been averted, but the repa- 
rations difficulty still remains.

AT CHANNEL 


Dover, England, September 3.—( By 
the Associated Press.)—Charles Toth, 
of Boston, who started Saturday eve- 
ning in an attempt to swim the Eng- 
lish channel, had to give up early 
today, after having been in the water 
for 11 hours and 10 minutes. 

Toth was taken from the water 
shortly before six o’clock, 14 miles off 
the English coast. His managers 
assert he was in good condition. The 
sea was choppy and the temperature 
of the water was 58 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The weather was clear, but a 
2 wind wae blowing. 

and Sam Pichards, also of 
a — started Saturday evening to 
endeavor to accomplish a task that 
has been done successfully by only 
two men—Captain Matthew Webb 
and T. W. Burgess, both Englishmen. 
Pichards collapsed at the end of two 
hours and had to be taken from the 
water. 

Toth stuck to his task throughout 
the night, but with the coming of 
dawn che also was ga fo give 
up in consequence of the the 
rough sea kicked up by a sti , 3 
east wind and bad tidal conditions. 

Difficult Landing. 

Toth had come to within approxl- 
mately six miles of the French coast 
when it became necessary to remove 
him from the water. His body was 
so thickly lathered with grease to keep 


out the cold that his attendants could 
scarcely get a grip on him. It was 
like landing a great eel by hand. 

Neither Toth nor Pichards will at- 
tempt again this season to swim the 
channel, Henry Sullivan, of Lowell, 
Mass., and Walter Patterson, of 
Bridgeport, Conn., however, will es- 
say the feat, both having been under 
long training here for it. Patterson 
has announced his intention to wait 
for a fortnight, when the next neape 
tides will be running. Sullivan is 
likely to take to the water at any 
hour. 

English swimming experts express 
doubt whether it will be possible for 
any swimmer to cross the channel this 
season. The weather has been con- 
tinuously unfavorable and the temper- 
ature of the water has heen and still 
is too low. They declare that to 
negotiate the channel a virtually mo- 
tionless seg with a temperature of 
about 62 to 64 degrees Fahrenheit 
is required.
